SIR JOHN BURGOYNE’S NARRATIVE.

CARGO FOR HONGKONG. 


On the South Seas run, shipments 
to Java have continued depressed for 
some timé past, but there are now 
some signs of. improvement.

Shipping com- 
panies manage to load their ships 
with cargo.for Hongkong. There.is, 
however, a considerable quantity of 
suger bought at Java by Japanese. 
When the shipment of this article is

On the Shanghai run, for atime 
after March there were considerabl> 
shipments of copper, paper, and other 
articles from Japan, but shipments 
have since decreased, chiefly owing 
to the rise in the cotton yarn market 
in- Japan.
